Preliminary 

In exercise of the powers conferred by Clause (b) 
of Section 28 read with Section 124 of the Major 
Port Trust Am 1963 (Act 38 of 1963) and in super- 
session of all previous Rules. Regulations, Bye-laws 


framed in this respect except things done or omitted 
to be done under the said rules, regulations or bye* 
laws before such supersession, the Board of Trustees 
of the Port of Calcutta hereby makes the following 
regulations, namely :— 

Regulation—1 : Short Title and Commencement. 

(i) These Regulations may be called) the Cal¬ 
cutta Port Trust Non-contributory Provi¬ 
dent Fund Regulations, 1988. 

(ii) These Regulations shall come into force 
on the date of their publication in the 
Official Gazette. 

Regulation—2 : Extent of Application 

These Regulations shall apply to all the employees 
of the Board of Trustees for the Port of Calcutta 
(including Haldia Dock Complex) who are members 
of Non-contributory Provident Fund or who may be 
admitted to membership of the Fund under the pro¬ 
visions of these Regulations. 

Reulalion—3 : Definitions 

In these Regulations, unless the context otherwise

Regulation—4 : Control and Management 

The Fund shall be controlled on behalf of its mem¬ 
bers by a Board of three Trustee> consisting of the 
Chairman, The Deputy Chairman and the Financial 
Advisor & Chief Accounts Officer of the Calcutta 
Port Trust, ex-officio, who shall be responsible to 
the Calcutta Port Trust for the conduct of the Rmd 
in accordance with the regulations hereinafter laid 
down 

The Fund shall be managed by the Senior Ac¬ 
counts Officer who shall conduct its affair* subject 
to the control of the Trustees of the Fund. 

Regulation-—5 : Operation of the Fund. 

The Accounts of the fund shall be kept entirely 
separate from those of the Calcutta Port Trust. All 
receipts of the Fund shall be paid into a separate 
account at the State Bank of India.

Regulation—9 ; Calcutta Port trusts liability to

Conditions of nomination

or any portion of the total amount standing to hisjher 
credit in the Fund if he she dies while in service or 
if he|she dies after mirement but before payment 
is made.

CHAPTfi— IV 

SUBSCRIPTIONS & INTEREST 

Regulation—12(a) : Compulsory Subscription 

A subscriber shall subscribe to the Eund in accor- 
dance to these Regulations, except during the pened 
when ho|she is under suspension or the period of re¬ 
employment after final retirement from the Calcutta 
Port Trusts service. 

Provided that a person rc-employed during leave 
preparatory to retirement shall continue to subscribe 
to the Fund for the period upto which he|she~\vould 
have rmained on leave preparatory to retirement bui 
for re-employment. 

12(b) ; 

The amount of subscription shall be fixed by the 
subscriber himself herself subject to the following 
conditions namely : 

(i) It shall be expressed in whole rupees. 

(ii) It may be any sum, so expressed, not Kss 
than 8 i|3 per ccm of hisfher pay but not 
more than his |her full pay. 

(iii) The amount of subscription, subject to the 
above conditions, may be enhanced or re¬ 
duced once at any time during tire course 
of a year on giving one month's notice to 
the Senior Accounts Officer. 

Regulation—13(a) : Subscription dining leave, de¬ 
putation or suspension. 

The subscription of any subscriber when hoishe is 
absent cither on leave of any kind except post-supe¬ 
rannuation or refused leave or on deputation shall 
be assessed on hisjher fulljaverage pay as the case 
may be. A subscriber may, however, at his'her op¬ 
tion not subscribe during any period of leave, other 
than leave on average pay or earned leave of less 
than one month's or 30 days duration as the case 
may be. 

Provided that when a subscriber is transftued to 
foreign service or sent on deputation hc|she shall re¬ 
main subject to the regulation; of the Fund in the 
same manner as if he ] shc were not so transferred or 
sent on deputation. 

Provided further that ihc suosenber must intimate 
higher election not to subscribe during leave at the 
time of submitting leave application. Failure to make 
due and timely intimation shall be deemed to con¬ 
stitute an election to subscribe.

A subscriber slull not ^ub'.crhe to the Tend dui 
ing a period oi suspension 


Provided that a subscriber on reinstatement after 
a period passed under suspension shall be allowed 
ihe option of paying in one sum, or in instatements, 
any sum not exceeding ihc maximum amount of ar¬ 
rears of subscription permhAible for that period. 

Note : A subscriber need not subscribe during a 
period treated as ‘dies-non’. 


Regulation-—14 : Interest 

The Calcutta Port Trust shall credit interest to a 
subscriber’s account as at 31st December each year, 
at such rate as the Calcutta Port Trust may from time 
to time decide by a resolution in meeting calculated 
on the monthly balance at the credit of each subscriber 
compounded yearly. 

CHAPTER-V—ADVANCES & WITHDRAWALS 
Regulation —J5 : Advances to Subscribers 

The Senior Accounts Officer may, with the approval 
of the Financial Adviser & Chief Accounts Officer, 
grant advances to subscribers out of the Fund for any 
of the following purposes :— 

On higher Educational ground 

(l) Upto a maximum of Rs. 10,000 but not exceed¬ 
ing 1 3rd of the sum at credit represented by the subs¬ 
criber's subscriptions or six months’ pay whichever is 
less to pay for the pasasgc or himself|herself or any 
member of bisjher family or to meet the cost of higher 
education including where necessary the travelling ex¬ 
penses of the subscriber or any member of his|hcr 
family in the following cases, namely— 

(a) for education outside India, for an academic, 
technical, professional or vocational course 
beyond the high school stage; 

(b) for any medical, engineering or other tech¬ 
nical or specialised course in India beyond 
the high school stage provided that the 
course of study is for not less than 3 years. 

(n) Upto a maximum of Rs. 5,000 but no exceeding 
l’3rd of the sum at credit represented by the subs¬ 
criber's subscriptions or 3 months’ pay whichever is 
less— 

(a) to pay for the expenses of himself|herself 
or anv member of his [her family proceeding 
to Hill|seaside station in India or on a 
travel abroad on medical certificate; 

(b) to pay expenses incurred in connection with 
duly certified illness of himself|herself or 
any member of his [her family; 

(c) to pay obligatory expenses which pay cus¬ 
tomary usage the subscriber has to incur in 
connection with funerals and other cere¬ 
monies. 

(nil Upto a maxiinn of Rs. 15,000 but not exceed¬ 
ing T2 the sum at credit represented by the subs¬ 
criber's siib.^-riptious or sk months’ pay whichever is 
less to pay the expenses in connection with the 
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mariage of the subscriber or daughter or son or dr pen- 
dent sister on condition that it" for any reason the 
marriage does not take place within a month from 
the date of advance, the amount so advanced shall be 
refunded in full. 

(iv) When an advance has already been granted to 
a subscriber under this regulation, a subsequent ad¬ 
vance may be granted to liim]her under tins Regula¬ 
tion even though the previous advance may not have 
been repaid in full, provided, however, that the un¬ 
paid balance of the previous advance shall be deduct¬ 
ed from the advance subsequently granted. 

Regulation—16 : Recovery' of Advances 

An advance made under Regulation I5(i) or 15(ii) 
hereof shall be recovered by not more than 30 equal 
monthly instalments and an advance made under 
Regulation 15(iii) hereof shall be recovered by not 
more than 48 equal monthly instalments by deduction 
from the salary of the subscriber to whom it is made. 
The amount of each instalment shall, however, be not 
less than the subscribers monthly subscription. The 
deduction will begin not later than the first complete 
month throughout which the subscriber is on duty 
after the advance has been made. 

Recovery of advance granted to a subscriber under 
Regulations 15(i), (ii), or (iii) shall not be made, ex¬ 
cept with the subscriber's written consent while he 1 
she is in receipt of subsistence allowance. 

Regulation—17 : Wrongful use of Advance 

Notwithstanding anything contained in these Regu¬ 
lations, if the sanctioning authority has reason to 
doubt that money drawn as an advance from the Fund 
under Regulation 15 has been utilised for a purpose 
other than that for which sanction was given to the 
drawal of the money, he shall communicate to the 
subscriber the reasons for his doubt and require him I 
her to explain in writing and within 15 days of 
receipt of such communication whether the advance 
has been utilised for the purpose for which sanction 
was given to the drawal of the money. If the sanction¬ 
ing authority is not satisfied with the explanation fur¬ 
nished by the subscriber within the said period of 15 
days, the sanctioning authority shall direct the subs¬ 
criber to repay the amount in question to the Fund 
forthwith or, in default, order that the amount be 
recovered by the deduction in one sum from the 
emoluments of the subscriber even if he T she is on 
leave. If the total amount to be repaid be more *han 
half the subscriber's emoluments, recoveries shall be 
made in monthly instalments (ill the entire amount is 
repaid by him I her. 

Note ; Tlie term ‘emoluments’ in the Regulation 
does not include subsistence allowance. 

Regulation—18 : House Building withdrawal—Non- 

refundable 

(A3 Subject to the sanction of the Chairman or 
Deputy Chairman, withdrawals may be granted at mv 
time after the completion of 20 years' service of a 
subscriber or within 10 years before the date of his' 
her retirement on superannuation, whichever R 
earlier from the amount standing at hisffier credit in 


h 


the Fund on the 31st December of the year preced¬ 
ing the date of application for one or more of the 
following purposes — 

(a) UpU) a maximum of 90 per cent in lump sum 
or in instalments to 

(i) meet the actual cost of building or acquir¬ 
ing a suitable dwelling house for hisjhcr own 
use including the cost of house site or 
already-built flat lor his/her own use, pro¬ 
vided he|she does not already own a house; 

(ii) repay an outstanding amount on account of 
loan expressly taken for building or acquir¬ 
ing a suitable house including the cost of 
house site or a rcadv-built flat for hislher 
own use; 

(iii) meet expenses for reconstructing or making 
additions or alterations to a house or a flat 
already owned or acquired by a subscriber; 

(iv) meet expenses for renovating, additions or 
alterations or upkeepment of an ancestral 
house at a place other than the place of 
duty. 

(B) Upto a maximum of 6 months’ pay or 50 per 
cent of such credit whichever is less to¬ 
ri) Purchase a house site for building a house 

thereon for his [her residence; 
rii) Repay any outstanding amount on account 
of loans expressly taken For the purpose 
stated in (i) above; 

(iii) Construct a house on a site purchased 
under item (ij above. 

(B) The purchase of a bouse site should be comp¬ 
leted within 3 months from the date of withdrawal. 
Construction of the house should be commenced with¬ 
in 6 months from the date of withdrawal and should 
be completed wdthin a period of 1 (one) year from 
the date of commencement of construction. If, how¬ 
ever, the house is to be purchased or redeemed or a 
private loan previously raised for the purpose has to 
be iepaid, this should be done within three months 
from the date of withdrawal. The Chairman or Deputy 
Chairman may for sufficient reasons grant such ex- 
tendon of time for commencement or completion of 
construction of a house or for the purchase or redemp¬ 
tion of a house or for repayment of a private loan 
previously raised for the purpose as they think fit and 
proper, 

Tf as mentioned above the amount withdrawn is 
not so utilised within the prescribed period or it ex¬ 
ceeds the actual expenditure or repayment as afore¬ 
said, the whole amount or any excess, as the case 
may be shall be refunded to the Senior Accounts 
Officer, forthwith in one lump sum together with in¬ 
terest thereon at the rate provided in Regulation 14* 
The actual expenditure incurred in connection with 
the stamp, registration etc. of the deeds of convey¬ 
ance, reconveyance etc. relating to the transactions 
may be reckoned as part of the cost of house site 
and'or house. The subscriber shall submit an annual 
declaration in (he form prescribed for the purpose on 
or before the 31st December in each year and satis¬ 
fy the Chairman or the Deputy Chairman, if called 
upon to do so, by production of tax receipts, title 
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deeds etc. that the house Mte or house remains in lus, 
her sole ownership and that while he|she is still in 
service hejshe has not parted with and undertaken not 
to part with the possession thereof by way of trans¬ 
fer, sale, mortgage, gift, exchange, lease or otherwise 
howsoever without the previous permission of the 
Chairman or the Deputy Chairman in writing, Tf the 
house or house-site is sold nr encumbered at any time 
before retirement without such permission, or if a 
breach of any of the provisions of this regulation is 
committed, then the amount withdrawn shall be repay¬ 
able by liimjher forthwith in one instalment together 
with interest thereon at the above mentioned rate from 
the monlh of such withdrawal, In default, such subs¬ 
criber will be liable for disciplinary action. (The 
detailed procedure for withdrawal under this Regula¬ 
tion is annexed as Appendix-I of Non-Contributory 
Provident Fund). 

Regulation—19 : Non-refundablc Marriage With¬ 
drawal. 

Subject to the sanction of the Chairman or Deputy 
Chairman, withdrawals, without obligation of repay¬ 
ment, may be granted at any time after the completion 
of 20 years of service of a subscriber or within 10 
years before the date of hislher retirement on super¬ 
annuation, whichever is earlier, from the amount 
standing to hisjher credit in the Fund ordinarily upto 
6 months' pay or of the accumulation whichever is less 
to meet the expenses in connection wtih the betrothalj 
marriage of hislher daughters or the sonis or the 
dependent sister]s. 

The sanctioning authority may, however, sanction 
the withdrawal of an amount in access of this limit 
upto 3|4ths of the balance at his [her credit in the 
Fund having due regard to — 

(i) the status of the subscriber 

and 

(ii) the amount to his|her credit in the Fund. 
The subscriber must submit declaration vide 
annexed Appendix 111 and IIIA duly com¬ 
pleted. 

CHAPTF.R—Vf ^OPTION & TRANSFER OF 
FUND 

Regulation—20 : Subscriber’s Account 

Separate accounts shall be kept for each subscriber 
showing the monthly subscriptions of the subscriber 
and the interest thereon. 

Regulation—21 : Transfer ot Accounts—Option for 

Pension Scheme 

If an employee, who is a subscriber of the Calcutta 
Port Trust Contributory Provident Fund is allowed 
to opt for the pension scheme, the amount of his|hcr 
own subscription^ with interest thereon standing to hisi 
her credit in such Contributory Provident Fund shall 
be transferred to his'her credit in this Fund. 

Regulation—22 : I ransfer from other service 

An employee who has joined the Calcutta Port 
Trust’s sendee from any Government, Railway, Port 
Trust or Quasi-Government body wherein he|she was 


a subscriber to the Provident Fund, without break of 
service, if hc'she so desires, can have the amount 
standing to his her credit, at the dale of joining, in 
the said Provident Fund transferred to this Fund. 

CHAP7 hR—Vll 

Regulation—23 : Payments for assurance in Life In¬ 
surance Corporation of India 

Payments for assurance in Life Insurance 

The amount of subscriptions with inteiest thereon 
standing to the credit of a subscriber in the Fund may 
be applied, either partially or wholly, for the purpose 
of payments of premia on a policy of assurance in the 
Life insurance Corporation of India, subject to the 
following conditions :— 

(1) The Policy of Assurance (e.g. Endowment 
Policy) held by a subscriber with the Life 
Insurance Corporation of India on hisher 
own life after the 1st premium or the pre¬ 
mium due before assignment, as the case 
may be, being paid by nimjhcr be accepted 
by the Senior Accounts Officer on a written 
undertaking in a printed form made for the 
purpose if the subscriber desires to assign 
it to the Trustees. 

(2) On receipt of the policy from the subs¬ 
criber through the concerned department 
along with the required documents (viz. 
Policy Bond, Letters of Authority, form of 
assignment and the last Premium Receipt, if 
the premium is paid by the policy holder 
more than one) and the subscriber's agree¬ 
ing to comply with the conditions as laid 
down in the printed form necessary arrange¬ 
ment shall be made to forward the Policy 
Bond and the Form of Assignment to the 
Life Insurance Corporation of India for 
registration of assignment duly noted in the 
office registers maintained by the Provident 
Fund Section. The Policy Bond received 
back from the Life Insurance Corporation 
of India shall be kept under the safe cus¬ 
tody of the office of the Senior Accounts 
Olllcer 

(3) The inode of payment of premium of the 
policy if paid periodically by the subscriber 
shall be required to be converted by him) 
her into anually before the same is assigned 
to the Trustees. The assigned policy cannot 
be hypothecated in any manner To the Life 
Insurance Corporation of Tndia. 

(4) The premium of (he ptUcy of Assurance 

assigned by the subscriber shall lx paid by 
the Senior Accounts Officer on behalf of 
the subscriber unmuilh In debiting his her 
subscription account and the premium so 
paid shall b. recovered from higher pay in 
twelve equal monthly injlalnunts and cre¬ 
dited to his b-r subletipbons account in n 
specific column provided for the purpose, 
The department cemented will. however, 
be advised to ueduer the amount front the 
subscriber’s monthly salary bill regularly. 
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(5) In the event of the subscriber taking leave 

without pay, the premium payable to the 
Life Insurance Corporation of India shall 
be paid from the balance standing at credit 
oLtpe subscriber's account and the premium 
so paid shall be recovered from his | her pay 
on his|her resumption of duties. If the credit 
balance in the Fund is less than that of 
premia payable to the Life Insurance Cor¬ 
poration of India, the payment of premia 
will be suspended under intimation to the 
Life Insurance Corporation of India. 

(6) In the event of a policy maturing while the 

subscriber is still in service, the maturity 
value realised from the Life Insurance Cor* 
poration of Indii shall be credited to the 
subscriber's account and be refunded to 
him|her. If a policy under the old scheme 
payment of premia of which was to be 
financed out of the subscriber's account is 
'subsequently converted into salary deduc¬ 
tion scheme matures, the maturity value 
realised from the Life Insurance Corpora¬ 
tion of India shall be refunded to the sub¬ 
scriber aiVr deducting the premia paid from 
his|her subscription ijcccunt 

(1) If a subscriber desires to withdraw liis|her 
policy of assurance from the custody of the 
Trustee-! before his/her rethement, the Se¬ 
nior Accounts Officer may allow him jher to 
do so and the Policy Bend may be made 
over to him;her duly re-assigned with pro¬ 
per intimation to the Life Insurance Corpo¬ 
ration of TuJia. Hejshc must reply the 
balance amount of that premium, if any, to 
the Fund. 

(8) If a subscriber rejects before the Policy a^ 

mutured the Policy of assurance shall forth¬ 
with be re-assigned and made over to him’ 
hen 

(9) If it appears at the time of the policy of 

assurance being matured that the same has 
not been duly assigned in favour of the 
Trustees or the registration of assignment 
was not duly complied with by the Life In¬ 
surance Corporation of India, the Senior 
Accounts Officer, will not taken the res¬ 
ponsibility of realising the maturity value 
from the Life Insurance Corporation of 
India and the subscribe/ will immediately 
be infonnd to receive back the policy Bond 
from the custody of the Tfttetees. 

(10) If a subscriber dies while in service, the 
amount of premium payable under any 
policy which ha* been assigned by him)her 
to the Trustees will bu stopped forthwith 
under animation to the Life Insurance Cor¬ 
poration of India. The death claim pro¬ 
ceeds of Insurance Policies shall be realised 
from the Life Insurance Corporation of 
India by the Trustees in case of the policies 
duly assigned and shall be credited to the 
unclaimed balancer account for disposal of

vident fluid dues ol the deceased subscrib¬ 
er. But in case of non-assigned policies, the 
policy Bonds will, however, be sent to the

(11) Notwithstanding anything contained in the 
above Sub-regulations, the policies aheady 
assigned to the Trustees under the old 
scheme, payment of premia of which was to 
be financed out of the subscriber's account 
shall continue. 

CHAPTER—vril— Scttlemenr of Provident fund 
Dues. 

Regulation—24 : Payment to subscribers on Leaving 
Service : 

A subscriber’s accumulation in the Fund includ¬ 
ing interest shall be paid as soon as possible after 
his (her retirement, quitting service or death Interest 
shall be credited to hisjhcr account upto the end of 
the calendar month prior to the date of tender of 
payment. 

Provided that in case of delays caused by the cir¬ 
cumstances beyond the control of the subscriber or 
administrative delays in making the settlement, interest 
shall continue to be ca-cUod to hisjhcr a- [ ^unt upto 
the end of 1 (one) year after the mont' 1 in which 
such amount become payable. 

Regulation—25 ; Payment of Subscribers Dues : 

When a subscriber’s accumulation in the Fund has 
become payable in accordance with Rcgulabon 24 
Senior Accounts Officer shall dispose of the amount 
as follows re¬

criber’s dues. 

(1) Pay to the subscriber OR 

(2) Pay, if the subscriber is dead, to the person 

or persons entitled to receive payment in 
the following manner ■— 

(ft) If a valid nomination under Regulation IT 
subsists, the amount or the part thereof 
to which the nomination relates shall be 
paid L> die nominee or to person us may 
be authorised bv law to receive payment 
on hisjhcr behalf. 

(b) If no valid nomination subsists or if the 
nomination relates only to a part of the 
amount, provided the whole amount or 
the part thereof to which the nomination 
does not relate^ does not exceed 
Rs* 5,000 and provided notice of thfi 
existence of a will disposing of surii 
amount and intention to prove the 
same be not given to the Senior Accounts 
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Officer, within one month of the death 
of the member or if such notice be given 
but such will|is not probated within six 
months from the death of the member, 
such amount shall be paid in terms of 
Section 4(1) (b) of the Provident Funds 
Act, 1925 (XIX of 1925) to any person 
appearing to the Chairman or the 
Deputy Chairman to be entitled to re¬ 
ceive it.

sion Act 1925 (XXXIX of 1925), m 
terms of Section 4(1) (c) (ii) of the Pro¬ 
vident Funds Act, 1925. 

Regulation 26 : Payment tp Minors 

Payments on behalf of minor children shall be 
made to their guardian appointed under the Guardians 
and Ward Act, 1890 (VIII of 1890) or to other 
person authorised by law. Provided that payment on 
behalf of Hindu minors may be made to the mother 
and on behalf of Mohammedan minors to the Paternal 
grandfather without production of guardianship certifi¬ 
cate. 

Regulation 27 : Payment to Lunatics 

If a subscriber^ petson to whom under these 
Regulations a payment has to be made or a policy to 
be reassigned, is a lunatic, payment or reassignment 
shall be made to the Manager appointed under the 
Indian Lunacy Act, 1912 (IV of 1912) or to other 
person authorised by Law. 

Regulation 28 : Immunity From Attachment. 

Subject to the provisions o' - Section 3 of the Provi¬ 
dent Fund Act, 1925 (XIX of 1925), neither a 
subscriber nor any person on hislhcr behalf or in 
respect of his|hcr interest in the Fund shall, save 
as expressly provided by these Regulations, be entitled 
to claim or demand payment of any money standing 
in the name of the subscriber in the books of the 
Fund. 

Regulation 29 : Payment on Leave Preparatory to 
Retirement and Post-superannuation Leave. 

•.Leave Preparatory to Retirement and Post Super- 
' annuation Leave 

In case of leave granted preparatory to retirement, 
a spbscriber may be permitted, at the .discretion of 
: fhc Chainhan or 'the Deputy Chairman, to withdraw' 
fitpto 96 per cent of the audited balance standing to 
‘his’her credit in the Fund or part thereof as on 31 st 
December of the year' immediately preceding the 
Wear in which the subscriber proceeded on leave 
-preparatory td retirement on submission of an appli- 
'btttion to the Senior Accounts Officer, such pei mission 
‘'being-''subject'to the condition'that if in any excep¬ 
tional Case the subscriber ’docs not eventually retire. 


the full amount shall be refunded as a condition of 
continued employment. A payment made under this 
Regulation will not affect the subscriber’s eligibility 
to continue ■subscription duting such leave and to 
interest on the balance. 

In case the subscriber has been granted post¬ 
superannuation leave hc|she may be permitted, at 
the discretion of the Chairman or the Depuls 
Chairman, to withdraw upto 60 per cent o! the balance 
standing to his|hcr credit in the Fund or part thereof 
as on 31st December of the year immediately pre¬ 
ceding the year in which the, subscriber has been 
granted post-superannuation leave, on submission of 
ail application to the Senior Accounts Officer. If. 
however, the subscriber is occupying Calcutta Port 
Trust's quarters, such withdrawal shall he icslricted 
to fifty per cent of the aforementioned credit. 

CHAPTER IX—MISCELLANEOUS 
Regulation 30 : Interpretation of Regulations 
Interpretation of Rules 

The decision of the Chairman. Calcutta Port Trust 
on all questions arising out of these regulations shall 
be final. 

Regulation 31 : 

Repeal and saving 

(1) On the commencement of these regulations, 
Calcutta Port Trust Non-contributory Piovidcnt Fund 
Rules or order in force immediately before such 
commencement shall in so far as it provides for anv 
of the matters contained in these Regulations, cease 
to operate. 

(2) Any case which pertains to the .settlement 
of Provident Fund dues of a subscriber who had 
retired before the commencement of these Regulations 
shall be disposed of in accordance with the provisions 
of the old rule as if these rules had not been made 

(3) Subject to the provision of Sub-regulation (2). 
anything done or any action taken under the old 
rule shall be deemed to have been done or taken 
under the corresponding provisions of these Regula¬ 
tions.
